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INTRODUCTION 



Type-of-Farming and Size of Enterprise on Agricultural Holdings 
in England and Wales, 1963 

1 . This publication contains a series of new statistics on the structure of farming 
in England and Wales. They are estimates derived from a one-third sample of the 
returns made at the June 1963 Agricultural Census. Tables 1-13 are based on a 
type-of-farming classification which has recently been developed in the Ministry 
of Agriculture, Fisheries & Food; and tables 14-21 are based on analyses of the 
size of individual enterprises, examples of which have been published from time 
to time in “Agricultural Statistics, England and Wales”. 

2. In Table 1, agricultural holdings are classified by type of farming according to 
the relative importance of the various enterprises (dairying, cropping etc.), on 
each holding as recorded in the agricultural census. The importance of each 
enterprise is measured by the contribution it makes to the standard labour 
requirement of all the crops and livestock on the holding taken together. The 
analysis also shows the distribution of the various types of holding between three 
acreage size groups, and between the ten “provinces” into which England and 
Wales are divided for the purposes of the work of University departments of 
agricultural economics in the Provincial Agricultural Economics Service. 

3. The method used was to take the acres of crops and numbers of livestock on 
each holding at the June census, and to multiply each item by standard labour 
co-efficients (in standard man-days of eight hours of adult male labour), based on 
average levels of labour efficiency. The holdings were then divided into “part- 
time” and “full-time” according to whether the total standard man-days on them, 
including an allowance of 15 per cent for overhead labour use, were fewer than 
275 or not. For the full-time holdings the cropping and stocking standard man- 
days were aggregated into their appropriate cropping and livestock enterprises. 
Female “other cattle” were allocated to the dairy and beef enterprises according 
to the number of dairy and beef cows and of male “other cattle”. Grass was 
allocated to the dairy, beef and sheep enterprises according to their require- 
ments for it, any surplus being treated as part of the cropping enterprise. A 
distinction was also made between field-scale and market garden vegetables, 
the former being allocated to the cropping enterprise and the latter to horti- 
culture. This distinction was based on the type and number of vegetable crops 
grown on the holding. After this aggregation into enterprises, the “full-time” 
holdings were classified into 13 main types of farming according to the scheme 
shown on page 3. 

4. Tables 2 to 5 show how the acreages of crops and numbers of livestock and 
workers are distributed between the various types of farming in the three size- 
groups and all sizes of holdings. This information is converted in Tables 6 to 9 
into cropping and stocking etc. “profiles” of the average holding in each type 
and size group. Tables 10 to 13 show the number of holdings of each type and 
size on which certain crops and livestock are found. , ^

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5. The earlier experimental work on farm classification undertaken by the 
Ministry has been described fully in the article on “A type of farming classification 
of agricultural holdings in England and Wales according to enterprise patterns” 
in Volume XV No. 4 of the Journal of Agricultural Economics, published in 
December 1963. The present classification is based on the “Revised Man-days 
Classification” described in that article. 

6. The present classification differs, however, in the following ways from the 
Revised Man-days Classification described in the Journal: 

(a) The man-day weights have been revised to conform with current levels of 
labour use. 

(b) Vegetables have been classified as “cropping” if they are thought to be 
grown on a field scale with other crops as part of an arable rotation; 
otherwise as “horticultural”. For this purpose if no more than two vege- 
table crops are grown on a holding they are taken to be “cropping”, if 
three or more, they are classed as horticultural. Exceptions are that 
(i) early carrots, salad onions and tomatoes in the open have invariably 
been allocated to the horticultural enterprise, and (ii) peas harvested dry, 
for canning and for quick freezing, have invariably been allocated to the 
cropping enterprise. 

(c) The classification “grid” has been reduced to 13 type-of-farming classes, 
and a 14th added containing the “part-time” holdings (with less than 275 
standard man-days). 

(d) Three sizes of farm have been distinguished, based on acres of crops and 
grass (under 100, I00-299§, 300 and over). 

7. Tables 14 to 21 show distributions of holdings, crop acreages and livestock 
numbers by farm size groups and by crop acreages or herd size groups. They 
also are based on raised results from a one-third sample of the June 1963 returns. 
These analyses are of a type which have been produced for some years now and 
which have been published from time to time in “Agricultural Statistics, England 
and Wales”. 

8. The method of raising the results from the one-third sample has ensured that, 
wherever possible, the holding numbers and total livestock numbers or total 
crop acreages have been constrained to agree with the June 1963 final published 
figures. Elsewhere in the tables all the figures shown will be subject to a degree 
of sampling error. These errors should be relatively small for the larger well 
distributed census items but could be relatively high for smaller figures or for 
items such as broilers which are very unevenly distributed. 

Some minor differences may be observed between holding counts appearing 
against certain items in tables 10 to 13 in the “type of farming” set and those in 
the two-way distribution tables, Nos. 14 to 21. These result from the different 
methods of raising which have had to be used for each of the two sets of data. 
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Description of Type-of-Farming Classes 
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J More than 50 per cent and less than 75 per cent in 
13. Mixed No more than 50 per cent in any main enterprise.
